Whalebone has almost disappeared from 


commerce. Nat because a substitute has 
been found for It, for that is not tha case 
not because tho women folks have no Ion 
ger any occasion to use pliable corsets, for 
as long as they will wear such wretchec 
things they will prefer whalebone. 


The scarcity of whalebone is due to sov 


eral contributing causes. 
Since tha ad^ 


vent of petroleum whaling- for oil Is no 
longer profitable, and the original whalers 
cruised bonh far bona and oU- N"ow there 
Is no incentive to seek oil at all, and a 
whaling voyage for bona alone is not a 
particularly 
profitable 
business, 
even 


though the price o£ the eubsbnnce, owing 
to the scarcity ot scpply, has gone up forty 
fold 


In addition to the meagerness of the 


profit the right or bone producing -whales 
have become very timid of late. The; 
used to be found in great abundance of 
the southern shores of Greenland nnd 
Alaska. Tbe advent of the bomb harpoon 
has made them timid, and they are more 
difficult to locate than formerly. That nMs 
Is true It is only necessary to state that 
several whaling ships last year capturec 
but one for their entire season's take o 
whales, while some were entirely unre- 
warded. 
A catch of five whales yields a 


handsomo profit for the venture by an; 
one ship, and ic is said that one will pay 
expenses. 


And while the whales are seeking cold 


er water and higher latitudes men of an 
Inventive turn throughout the world nr 
busy racking their brains for some substi 
tote Eor the whalebone. As yet they have 
not found it. although they have tried eel 
laloid, finely split rattan, various metal 
and numerous other substances. ^Nothinf 
as yet hit upon possesses at onco the light- 
ness of weight, elasticity and tenacity o 
the real article, says tho New Toik San.

China evidently could, not arrive at a 


conclusion cu agree to trfs stimulations de- 
manded by Jnpan, and die acfeuipt on the 
life of the Chinese peace ambassador 
solved the problem for the time being, and 
hostilities will be suspended. There will 
be no withdrawal of the Japanese troops 
from Chinese terrlcory, however. 


Stumbliuc; Blocks, 


The power at the Japanese government 


to eiiicuce the armistice will now be put 
to a critical test. The military power of 
Japan, In the judgment of Intelligent ob- 
servers, has almosc outstripped che civil 
powor during the war. This has caused 
serious concern, as it has been feared that 
ihe military element, backed by the war 
spirit amantr the people, would nan sub- 
mit to an armistice, even if the civil au- 
thorities ordered one. 


To meet this emergency a change of 


army commanders was recently made. 
There had been three army corps operao- 
ing indifferent campaigns, and each un- 
der a general of supreme authority over 
his particular campaign. 
About three 


weeks ago, in anticipation of the armis- 
tice, Prince -Eoumtseo was created com- 
mander in chief oE all the armies. The 
purpose of this step was to concentrate all 
the authority in one man in close touch 
with the imperial housahold, who could 
thus execute an armistice by a simultane- 
ous cassation of hostilities by the three 
armies 
-It now remains to. be seen whether 
Prince KomtiDsoe can execute the imperial 
commission given to him. 
The splendid 


discipline shown by the army during the 
war gives assurance that there will be Im- 
mediate acquiescence by the military, and 
Prince Komatsee has to content him- 
self against a war spirit Inflamed by many 
victories. 
It has beeu said chac au armis- 


tice would be unpopular among the people 
and soldiery, and Chat it would assure the 
political retirement, of Japan's two chief 
statesmen—Count Ito and ilr. Matsln— 
who have served as peace envoys. 


The Full Text of the Cable 


received at tho Japanese legation regard- 
ing che armistice is as follows: 


"On the opening of the negotiations the 


Chinese plenipotentiary proposed armis- 
tice, which the Japanese government was 
willing to accept on certain conditions, 
While this negotiation was going on, an 
untoward event happened on che person 
of the Chinese plenipotentiary. HLs ma- 
jesty, the emperor, in view of this unhappy 
occurrence, commended the Japanese plen 
ipotenfclaries 
to consent to temporary 


armistice without conditions. This was 
communicated to tho Chinese plenipoten- 
tiary." 


Tien- Foothold For Japs. 


SHANGHAI, March 30. —Sine Japanese 


cruisers and two gunboats, the squadron 
being under the command o£ Admiral 
Ico, bombarded the east forts on Peng-hill 
island on March 23. One thousand troops 
were landed from five transports, and an 
attack was made on the fore which domi- 
nated the others. The Chinese evacuated 
tho position during che night, and the 
Japanese entered 
on tlie morning of 


March 24. The magazine of one of the 
eastern fur is exploded before the position 
•was evacuated. Only 1000 prisoners were 
taken, the others being allowed to escape 
to the banks off tho shore.

attaining this objeci). 


And ic is at this point that the danger 


of tho situation appears. The provinces 
Tiave always been jealous of their rights of 
self-government, and an attempt! co en- 
croach on these rigli:s bj the passage of a 
federal law to accomplish, a provincial ob- 
ject will evoke a vigorous protest from 
every member of the confederation out- 
side of Quebec. 


This uuiccy will be especially vigorous 


in Manitoba and Ontario, because a fed- 
eral law once passed for the purpose of re- 
establishing separate schools in a prov- 
ince cannot bo repealed by any power 
short of that of the imperial parliament in 
England. 
Not only this. If 
separate 


schools are re-established by federal legis- 
lation in Manitoba, 


A Frecedeut Will Be Established 


which will permit of the Dominion, inter- 
fering to prevent tho Ontario legislature 
from divesting the separate schools of che 
province of privileges conferred by the 
latter body. 


It is because of the far-reaching con- 


sequences involved that there is such 
hostility co the idea of once entering the 
wedga of federal interference. 


But how will che Dominion government 


act about re-establishing separate schools 
in Manitoba, a course to which it is forced 
by the terms of its own order to the prov- 
ince and the refusal of the latter to com- 
plyP Ic is probable that this will be done 
by a federal enactment relieving Koman 
Catholic ratepayers in Manitoba from lo- 
cal taxation for public schools, and giving 
Roman Catholic school boards power to 
levy rates on their own people for tha 
maintenance of their own schools- 


Further than, this, it is likely that the 


Dominion government will retain a por- 
tion of the subsidy payable by che Domin- 
ion to the province under the terms of 
union, and apply this as a supplement to 
the funds raised by local t;ivntlon for 
separate schools purposes. 


But what will Manitoba say to this at- 


tempt by the Dominion to recreate some- 
Vnins the province has sought to destroy, 
and to do this with che moneys belonging 
to the provincial government? She will 
undoubtedly rebel. That is the course 
which Premier Greenway's organ, the 
Winnipeg Tribune, practically says has 
already been decided upon. 


Even "Bullets" Patterson, the new gov- 


ernor, will be unable to restrain the Mani- 
tobans, and the people o£ Ontario—whose 
sons and brothers make up the major pare 
of 
Manitoba's population — will take 


mighty good care that the militia is not; 
used to coerce tho people of the west into 
submission. 


Unless the present Dominion govern- 


ment is defeated before facing remedial 
legislation, and another party is placed in 
power that wili respect provincial rights, 
there will be an upheaval that will stralu 
the bonds of confederation.

Our French Residents Are 


Arguing Pro and Con, 


OH QUESTION 
OP 
MCKN9ES IN 


LITTJ,E CANADA. 


Much Excitement Amon^ the Hereto- 


fore Quiet Community. 


Shall licenses be granted 
in 
Little 


Canada? 


That Is the question which now inter- 


terests a large portion of the public. 


It started innocently enough, in,.the dis- 


trict which It interests, there it spread 
and was aired pro and con In a public 
hearing, and now not only the entire 
French population but many 
English 


residents are talking it over. 


And it is no pleasant, friendly discussion 


among the French people for hard feelings, 
and in.fact another division among the 
French residents seams to have arisen. 


L'Etoile, the French republican paper, 


which heretofore has had nothing to say 
upon the subject believing in allowing the 
interested parties and the clergy to settle 
the matter among themselves, came -out 
yesterday with a lengthy article headed 
"Malheureuse Affair" 
(an unfortunate 


affair.) 
The article stated that the ques- 


tion has become so prominent that it is 
imposible to remain silent on the subject 
any longer. It deplores the unfriendly 
feeling that has been aroused by the dis- 
cusion of the question and states "It is too 
bad that such a division of our people has 
occurred again. In the past there have 
been two such divisions, and last fall we 
succeeded in uniting the people under the 
band of 'L'union Franco-American,' and 
uniting as they never were united before. 
L'Etoile has said nothing upon the matter 
as it considered the question none of its 
affair, but It hopes that the question will 
be speedily and amicably settled and the 
French people united." 


Where l.e National Stnnds. 


On the other hand the other French 


paper Le National, the democratic organ, 
has been opposed to the granting" of 
licenses in Little Canada and has not been 
afraid to say so. Its editor, 3Ir. Charles 
Eoy, was one of the leading remonstrants 
at the hearing before the license commis- 
sioners and it appears that his remarks 
caused much of the ill-feeling, or at least 
that is what THE SUN reporter was given 
to understand by a number of French 
residents. 


On the 
day after the hearing Le 


^rational had a communication from a 
resident of Little Canada thanking Mr. 
Hoy for Ills kindness in opposing the mat- 
ter at the hearing. 


In answer to this there was a column 


communication 
In 
L'Etoile yesterday 


signed by an "Insulted Canadian," taking 
exceptions to Mr. Hoy's remarks, stating 
that there was no "person in Little Canada 
so "thick" as to write such a communica- 
tion, accusing Mr. Hoy of having printed 
the A. P. A. Herald at his office and giv- 
ing him a great going over otherwise. 
It 


also states that the writer does not take 
offence because Mr. Koy is opposed to the 
granting of licenses In Little Canada but 
because he was immoderate in his lan- 
guage. 


Tin: argument nsad by those opposed to 


thu idea of having licenses then: is based 
on moral grounds and as the clergy argue 
as the spiritual directors of the people, 
they are listened to and greatly respected 
by those on the other side. But tha latter 
side can't see why a layman should op- 
pose granting licenses in Little Canada 
while he is perfectly willing that they be 
granted in any other portion or the city 
and to French residents at that. 


They admit that Little Canada is dis- 


tinctively a residential place and a very 
thickly populated section of the city, but 
they argue that the Flats, the Acre and 
portions of Belvidere and Centralville are 
equally thickly populated and are allowed 
licenses. 


There are some 5000 people In Little 


Canada and perhaps .over 20 store keepers.

Counter argument is based upon the 


ground that with licensed saloons nearby, 
their trade will be greater than wHhout 
them. 
They state that the residents of 


Little Canada who imbibe now go to dif- 
ferent parts of the city to liquor saloons, 
and while there purchase whatever other 
articles they may need, going .outside of 
their quarter to purchase .such- articles 
simply because they meet their friends in 
a social way. 


Then,they claim that many French resi- 


dents who cannot speak English would 
like to trade with their own people in this 
as well as other branches of business. 


On the ground of fair representation'it 


is argued by the friends of license that 
there should be a couple in Little Canada 
as on the basis of one license to every 1000 
inhabitants, that section should have a 
license if not the five to which it is en- 
titled. 


The peace, happiness, prosperity and 


good repute of the Prench citizens are the 
objects sought by the opponents of license. 
The French seldom indulge to excess in 
intoxicants, and those who have their wel- 
fare at heart do not want to place a temp- 
tation at their doors that might drag them 
down to disgrace. 


And that's how they are arguing, all 


over three applications, two on Aiken 
street anil one on Cheever street. 


The report of the Hceuse commissioners 


will be watched with unusual interest by 
the entire French population.

La.st year the overseers of the poor had 


i bill prepared and submitted to the li'gis- 
ature, by which the hoard of overseers 
was made a continuous body, two over- 
seers to be elected each year for a. term of 
years. 


The bill also provided that the clerk of 


the board and superintendent of the poor 
farm should be elected by the overseers for 
a term of three years each also. 


The board elected Clerk Barrie and Su- 


perintendent Colqulioun for three years 
each. At the election last fall overseers 
for wards 1 and 2 only were elected, 
the other ward members holding over. 


The subsequent election of two demo- 


cratic members to the board from the al- 
dermen gave the democrats, with Mayor 
Kutter, a majority in the board of over- 
seers. Then the question was raised as to 
whether the previous board had the right 
to elect Messrs. • Barrie and Colquhoun. 
The democratic members thought not, and 
wished to have the Incumbents of the of- 
fices selected "by the present board. Mayor 
Kutter refused to vote with the democrats, 
however, and the plan would not worlt. 


At the meeting of the overseers i the 


mayor stated that he had 
previous)^! •' re- 


fused to vote on'1 the matter because he 
wished to secure the Supreme court's 
opinion as to the legality of last year's 
board's action. He had found that this 
could not be obtained without action on 
the part of the overseers, and consequent- 
he was ready to vote on the matter. 


After 
considerable discussion a vote 


for clerk was taken, and ex Representa- 
tive Frank McAnally received the .five 
democratic votes and was declared elect- 
ed. 


The republicans deposited blank ballots, 


as they did also when the vote for superin- 
tendent was cast. 
The democrats voted 


for Superintendent Colquhoun, the pres- 
ent incumbent, and .he 
was declared 


elected. The case will be hotly contested, 
and the outcome is awaited with interest.

and cba . peace plenipotentiary of Japan 
waa empowered, by the emperor to accepc 
it without condition. This was dona in 
Tiew of che "unexpected event" that hap- 
pened, viz.: The afccempted assassination 
of Li Hung Chang^ 


The armistice will be effective nntil tha 


peace negotiations iwca concluded,. After 
a meeting- of the peace ambassadors bad 
been decided on, China requested tha 
declaration of an armistice,, bub this re- 
quest had not been acted upon favorably 
by-Japan. Japan had not been inclined 
to scop warlike operations, except oncer- 
tain conditions. These conditions are not 
knowuT but it is suggested that prob- 
ably the occupation oC Taku might; have 
been one. Japan wishing this as a pnarantee 
of che will Ing a ess aad earnestness of the 
Chinese for an amicable setclemenc of the 
vrar. 


China evidently could not arrive at a 


conclusion to agree to tae stipulations de- 
rjaancled by Japan, and the atfituipt on the 
life 
o£ 'the Chinese peace ambassador 


solved the problem lor the time being, aud 
hostilities will be ouspended. There will 
be no wichdrawaL of che Japanese troops 
JLTom Chinese territory,, however. 


Stumbling Blocks. 


The power ot" Clio Japanese government. 


Co e3ecube ' the armistice \vill now be put 
to a critical test. The military power of 
Japan, iia the judgment of intelligent ob- 
servers, Idas alniuaC outstripped the civil. 
power during the war. This has caused 
serious oioncern, as it has been feared that 
the millGory element, backed by ihe war 
spirit ojiaonij the people, would not sub- 
mit to nin armistice, even if the civil au- 
thorities ordered one. 


To meet this emergency a change of 


army commanders was recently mada. 
There bad been tliree army coups opcraO- 
ing- in different campaig-Ua, and each, un- 
der a general of siipi-eme authority over 
his particular campaign. 
Abouc three 


weeks ago, in anticipation of the armis- 
tice, Prince Eonmcsee was created com- 
mander in chief of all the armies. The 
purpose of this step was to concentrate all 
the authority in one man. in close touch 
with the imperial household, who could 
thus emcnce an armistice by a simultane- 
ous cessation of hostilities by the" three 
armies. 


It now; remains to be seen whether. 


Prince KomaCsee can esecate Cha imperlflJ;- 
commissian given to him. 
The splendid 


discipline shown by the in: my during the 
war gives assurance that there- will be im- 
mediate acquiescence by che military, and 
Prince Komatseo has to content him- 
self against a wac spirit Inflamed by many 
victories.

How to Ebonizo Wood. 


The wood is immersed for 48 hours in 


a hot saturated solution of alum and 
then brushed over several times with 
a logwood decoction prepared as fol- 
lows: Boil a part of best logwood with 
10 parts of water, filter through linen 
and evaporate at a gentle heat until tho 
volume is reduced to a half. To every 
quart of this addfrom 10 to 15 drops of 
a saturated solution of indigo complete- 
ly notitral. After applying this dye to 
the wood rnb the lattor with a saturated 
and filtered solution of verdigris in hot 
concentrated acetic acid and repeat the 
operation nntil a black of the desired 
intensity.is obtained. It must always 
be remembered when handling chemic- 
als that great caro mnst b9 taken to pro- 
tect, the hands.

That this 
is trao i& is only necessary to state that 
several whaling ships last year cnptiired. 
but one for thair entire season's take of 
whales, while some were entirely unre- 
warded. 
A catch of five whales yields a 


handsome profit; for the venture by any 
one ship, and ib Is said that one will pay 
eipensos. 


And Tvhilo the whales are seeking- cnld- 


er water and higher latitudes men of an 
inventive tarn throughout the world are 
busy racking their brains for some substi- 
tute for the whalebone. As yet they have 
tot found it, although they have tried cel- 
luloid, finely split rattan, various metals 
and numerous other snbstances. Nothing 
as yet hit upon possesses at once the light- 
ness of weightr elasticity and tenacity of 
the real article, says the New. York Sun.

Our French Residents Are 


Arguing Pro and 
Con. 


ON QUESTION OF MCENSTCS IN 


CANADA. 


Much Excitement Amona: the" Hereto- 


fore Quiet Community. 


Shall licenses be granted 
in 
Little 


Canada.? 


That if, the question which now inter- 


terests a large portion of the public. 


It started innocently enough, in the dis- 


trict which it interests, there., jt spread 
and was aired pro and con in''a public 
hearing, and now not only the entire 
French population but many 
English 


residents are talking it. over. 
. . 


And-it is nopleaaant, friendly discussion 


among tlie French people for hard feelings, 
and in fact another division among the 
French residents seems to have arisen. 


L'Etoile, tlie French republican paper, 


which heretofore has had nothing to say 
upon the subject believing in allowing the 
interested parties and the clergy to settle 
the matter among themselves, came out 
yesterday with a lengthy article headed 
"Malheureuse Affair1' 
(an unfortunate 


affair.) 
The. article stated that the ques- 


tion has become so prominent that it i 
imposible to remain silent on the subject 
any longer. It deplores the unfriendly 
feeling tliat lias been aroused by the dia- 
cusion of the question and states "It is too 
bad that such a division of our people has 
occurred again. In tlie past there have 
been two such divisions, and last fall we 
succeeded in uniting the people under the 
band of 'L'union Franco-American,' and 
uniting as they never were united before. 
L'Etoile has said nothing upon thematter 
as It considered the question none of its 
affair, but it hopes thaL the question will 
be speedily and amicably settled and the 
French people united." 
S 


Where Lo ^utlonal Stands. 


On the other hand the other French 


paper Lo Xational, the democratic organ, 
has been opposed to the granting of 
licenses in Little Canada and has not been 
afraid to say so. Its editor, Mr. Charles 
Roy, 
was one of the leading remonstrants 


at the hearing before the license commis- 
sioners and it appears that his remarks 
caused much of the ill-feelingr, or at least 
that is what TIIE SUN reporter was given 
to understand by a number of French 
residents. 


On the 
day after the hearing Le 


National had a communication .from a, 
resident of Little Canada thanking Mr. 
Koy for his kindness in opposing the mat- 
ter at the hearing. 


In answer to this there was a column 


communication 
in 
L'Etoilo yesterday 


signed by an "Insulted Canadian," taking 
exceptions to Mr. Hoy's remarks, stating 
that there was no person in Little Canada, 
so "thick" as to write such a communica- 
tion, accusing Mr. Koy of having printed 
the A. P. A. Herald at his office and giv- 
ing him a great going over otherwise. 
It 


also states that the writer does not take 
offence because Mr. Koy is opposed to the 
granting of licenses in Little Canada but 
because he was immoderate in his lan- 
guage. 


The argument used by those opposed- to 


the idea of having licenses there is based 
on moral grounds and as the clergy argue 
as the spiritual directors of the people, 
they are listened to and greatly respected 
by those on the other side. But the latter 
side can't sec why a layman should op- 
pose granting licenses, in Little Canada 
while lie is perfectly willing that they be 
granted in any other portion or the city 
and to French residents at that. 


They admit that Little Canada is dis- 


tinctively a residential place and a very 
thickly populated section of the city, but 
they argue that the Flats, the Acre and 
portions of Belvidere and Centralville are 
equally thickly populated and are allowed 
licenses.

They "Win Go to the Snpremo Court to 


Decide a Question of lilgut to Elect a 
Clerlt 1MB Tear. 


, March 30.—The overseers 


of the poor are in the midst of a wrangle 
over the election of a clerk of the board, 
and the matter will come before the Su- 
preme court for settlement. 


At the meeting of the board last even- 


ing the democratic members elected Frank 
A. McAnally to succeed William C. Bavrii;, 
but the latter refuses to give up the posi- 
tion. 


Last year the overseers of the poor had 


a bill prepared and submitted to tlie legis- 
lature, by which the board of overseers 
was made a continuous body, two over- 
seers to be elected each year for a term of 
years. 


The bill also provided that the clerk of 


the board and superintendent of the poor 
farm shoiild be elected by the overseers for 
a term of three years each also. 


The board elected Clerk Barrle and Su- 


perintendent Colquhoun for three years 
each. At the election List fall overseers 
for wards 1 and 2 only were elected, 
the other ward members holding over. 


The subsequent election of two demo- 


cratic members to the board from the oi- 
derrnen gave the democrats, with Mayor 
llutter, a majority in the board of over- 
seers. Then the question was raised as to 
whether the previous board had the right 
to elect Messrs. Biu'rie and Colouhoun. 
The democratic members thought not, and 
wished to have the incumbents of the of- 
fices selected by the present board. .Mayor 
Kutter refused to vote with the democrats, 
however, and the plan would not work.

Declared an Armistice .

"WASHINGTON, March BO.— Tho news that 


an uncundltLonal ariuisbiau has been de- 
clared by thu Emperor of Japan was con- 
firmed at the Japanese legation lust even- 
ing, where It wixs stated tbat a cablegrum 
to this effect hud. been . received from tho 
homo government. 


China made the offer of the armistice, 


and. the peace plenipoteutiury of Japan 
•was empowered by the emperor to accept 
it without condition. This was dona in 
Tlowof che "unexpected event" that hap- 
pened, viz.: Tha attempted assassination 
of Li Hu.ng Chang. 


The nrmlsuci) will be effective until the 


peace negotiations are concluded. After 
a meeting of clie peace ambassadors had 
been decided on, Chin;; . requested the 
declaration oE an armistice, but this re- 
quest had noS bcon acted upon favorably 
by Japan. Japan had not been inclined 
to stop warlike operations, except on cer- 
tain conditions. Those conditions are not; 
known, buc It .is suggested that prob- 
ably the occupation of Taku might have 
been one, Japan wishing this as a guarantee 
of the willingness1 and earnestness of the 
Chinese for an amicable soGclemenc of the 
war. 


China evidently could not arrive at a 


conclusion to agree to tne stipulations de- 
manded by Japan, and tho attempt on the 
life oE the Chinese peace ambassador 
solved the problem for the ciine being, and 
hostilities will be suspended/ There will 
Ije no withdrawal of the Japanese troops 
from Chinese territory, however. 


Stombllgff Blocks. 


The power of • the Japanese government 


to execute the armistice 'will now bo put 
to a critical tcab. The military power of 
Japan, in the judgment of intelligent ob- 
servers, has almost outstripped the civil 
power during the war. This has caused 
serious concern, as it has been feared that 
the military element, backed by the war 
spirit omonc the people, would noc sub- 
mit to an armistice), even If the civil au- 
thorities ordered one. 


To meet this emergency a change oi 


army commanders was recently made. 
There had buuu three army corps opcrao 
ing in different campaigns, and each un- 
der a general of supreme authority ovec 
his particular campaign. 
About threo 


weeks ago, iu. anticipation of the armis- 
tice, Prince • Komatsee was created com- 
mander in chief of all the armies. The 
purpose of this step was to concentrate all 
the authority in one man in close touch 
with the imperial household, .^who .oould 
thus execute an armistice- by a slmultiino-, 
ons cessation of hostilities ' by the three 
armies. 


It now remains to be seen whethei 


Prince Komacsee can execute the imperial 
commission given to him- "The splendid 
discipline shown by the army during the 
war gives assurance thafc there will be im- 
mediate acquiescence by the military, and 
Prince Kornatseo has to content him- 
self against a war spirit Inflamed by many 
victories. 
ID has been said that an armis- 


tice would be unpopular among tho people 
and soldiery, and that it would assure fiho 
political retirement of Japan's two chief 
statesmen — Count Ito and Mr. Madsin — 
who have served as peace envoys. 


Tlie Fall Text of tlie Cable 


received at the Japanese legation regard- 
Ing the armistice is as follows: 


"On the opening of the negotiations the 


Chinese plenipotentiary proposed armis- 
tice, which th& Japanese government was 
willing to accept on certain conditions. 
"While this negotiation was going onr an 
untoward event happened on tae person 
oC the Chinese plenipotentiary. His ma- 
jesty, the emperor, in view of this unhappy 
occurrence, commended the Japanese plen- 
ipotentiaries to consent to temporary 
armistice without conditions. -This was 
communicated to the Chinese plenipoten- 
tiary." 


New Foothold For Jap*. 


SHANGHAI, March 3d— 2ftno Japanese 


cruisers i-.nd two gunboats,~;the squadron 
"being under the command of Admiral 
Ito, bombarded the oast forts on Penghui 
island on Murch 23. One thousand troops 
were landed from five transports, end an 
attack was made on the fort which domi- 
nated tho others. The Chinese evacuated 
the position during the night, and the 
Japanese entered on tho morning of 
March 24. The magazine of one of the 
eastern forts exploded before the position 
•was evacua.tori. Only 1000 prisoners were 
taken, the others being allowed to escape 
to the banks off the shore. The Japanese 
loss was 1 killed and 27 wounded. The 
Japanese have now secured a southern 
base for their operations, and the fleet Is 
about to lenvt\ in view of peace having 
been established on the Island.

Itlcoftnro Propnaod by the New York Board 


of Mediation nucl Arbitration. 


In connection with its report upon tho 


Brooklyn strike tho New York board of 
mediation and arhiti-.ition makes tho I'ol- 
lov?iug recommendations to tho legiKla- 
tnre: 


"Any remedial legislation to bo effect- 


ive should have prevention for its ob- 
jective point. Tho interruption of oper- 
ation of a railroad in itn sorvico to tli3 
people for which its corporate owner 
was created by reason of a controversy 
or dispnta between the company and 
the operating forces, or strike of the 
latter, should be made impossible. TLo 
measnrs recommended by this board is 
one that would bind alike in mutual 
obligations both employer and employee 
and in outline is as follows: 


"First.—Declare the sorvice of rail- 


road corporations created by the state a 
pnblio servics. 


"Second.—Eu trance into such service 


to bo by agreement for n definite period, 
upon satisfactory examination as to 
mental and physical qualifications. 


"Third.—Resignation or dismissal 


from such service for ordinary cause to 
be permitted, to be stated in writing 
and filed with some designated author- 
ity, and to take effect after the lapse 
of a reasonable and fised period, with 
proviso for summary resignation or dis- 
missal for extraordinary cause, to be 
stated nnd filed in like manner. 


"Fourth.—"Wages to be established 


at the time of entry and changed only 
by mntnal agreement or decision by ar- 
bitration of a board chosen by the com- 
pany and employees, or by a state board, 
or through the action of both, the latter 
serving as an appellate body. Other 
differences that may arise to be settled 
in like manner. 


"Fifth.—Promotions to be mado up- 


on a system that may be devised and 
agreed upon by both parties, with the 
aid of a state board, if neoessary. 
1 


"Sixth.—Any combination of two or | 


more persons to embarrass or prevent | 
the operation of P. railroad in tho sorv- j 
ice of the people a misdemeanor, and i 
any obstruction of or violenco-townrcl a [ 
railroad serving the public endanger- 
ing the safety of life and property a fel- 
ony, with punishment of adequate se- 
verity. 


"Seventh.—Establishment of a bene- 


ficiary fund for tho relief of employees 
disabled by sickness or accident and for 
the relief of their families in case of 
death, as is done npon tlio lines of a 
number of railroad corporations in other 
states. 


"Eighth.—Membership in a labor 


union shall not bo used as a bar against 
the employment of competent workmen 
by n railroad corporation created by the 
state. 


"All to the.end of a discharge of mn- 


tnal obligation of railroad corporations 
and employees, the enjoyment of mn- 
tnal benefits and the secnreiuent of a 
permanent and satisfactory service to 
the people, who have a right to it and 
a right to nse every power necossary to 
obtain it."

How to Ebonlze "Wooil, 


The wood is immersed for 48 honrs in 


a hot saturated solntion of alum and 
then brushed over several times with 
a logwood decoction prepared as fol- 
lows: Boil a part of best logwood with 
10 parts of water, filter through linen 
and evaporate at a gentle heut until the 
voliime is reduced to a half. To every 
quart of this add from 10 to 15 drops of 
a saturated solution of indigo complete- 
ly neutral. After applying this dye to 
the wood rnb tho latter with a saturated 
and filtered solution of verdigris in hot 
concentrated acetic acid and repeat tho 
operation until u black of the desired 
intensity is obtained. Itmnst always 
be remembered when handling chemic- 
als that great caro must bo taken to pro- 
tect the hands.

Would 
Violated by Any Imperial 


Dictation. 


OTTAWA, March 30.— Al though full par- 


ticulars of tho action, taken by tho Do- 
minion government regarding tho Mani- 
toba school question have been before tiie 
public for some days.it is only now that 
dhls action is beginning to b3 fully under- 
stood. 
' 


The Dominion government has done 


two things. It lius ordered tho provincial 
authorities to re-establish the separate 
schools abolished in 1800, and, failing 
{omplianae by tho province, .the Dominion 
has stated in so many words that a fed- 
eral act will be passed for the purpose of 
attaining this object. 


And It IB at thin point that tho danger 


o£ the situation appears. The provinces 
have always been jealous of their rights of 
self-government, and an attempt to en- 
crouch on those rights by the passage of a 
federal law to accomplish, a provincial ob- 
ject will evoke a vigorous protest from 
every member of the confederation, out- 
side of Quebec. 


This, uuiory will be especially vigorous 


In Manitoba and Ontario, beoavise a fed- 
eral law once passed for the purpose of re- 
establishing separate schools in a prov- 
ince cannot be repealed by any power 
short of that of the imperial parliament in 
England. 
Not only this, if 
separate 


schools are re-esbnbllshed by federal legis- 
lation In Manitoba, 


A 1'recotlent Will Ds .Established 


which will permit of tho Dominion inter- 
fering to provunt the Ontario legislature 
from divesting the separate schools of the 
province of privileges conferred by fche 
latter body. 


It Is because oE tho far-reaahiug con- 


sequences involved that thore Is suchi 
hostility to the idua of once entering the 
wedge of federal interference. 


But how will the Dominion government 


act about re-establishing separata schools 
In Manitoba, a course to which it is forced 
by the terms of Its own order to tho prov- 
ince and the refusal oC the latter to com- 
ply? It is probable that this will be done 
by a federal enactment relieving Roman 
Catholic ratepayers In Manitoba from lo- 
cal taxation for public schools, and giving 
Roman Catholic school boards power to 
levy rates on their own people for the 
maintenance of their own schools. 


Further than this, it is likely that the 


Dominion government will retain a por- 
tion of the subsidy payable by the Domin- 
ion to tho province under the terms of 
union, nnd apply this as a supplement to 
the funds raised by local taxation for 
separate schools purposes, 


But what will Manitoba say to this at- 


tempt by the Dominion to recreate some- 
thing tho province has sought to destroy, 
nnd to do this with tho moneys belonging 
to the provincial government? She will 
undoubtedly rebel. That is the course 
which Premier Grreenway's organ, the 
Winnipeg Tribune, practically saya has 
already" been decidad upon.

tobans, and the people of Ontario— whoso 
sons and brothers make up the major part 
of 
Manitoba's population — will tako 


might}' good care thab the militia is not 
used to coerce tho people of the west into 
submission. 


Unless the present Dominion . govern- 


ment is defeated before facing remedial 
legislation, and another party is placed in 
power that will respect provincial rights, 
there will be an upheaval that will strain 
the bonds of confederation.

not because tha women folks have no Ion- 
gar any occasion to uso pliable corsets, for 
as long as they will wear such •wretched 
things they will prefer whalebone. 


Tha scarcity of,whalebone is due to sev- 


eral contributing causes. 
Since tho ad- 


vent of petroleum whaling for oil is no 
longer profitable, and the original whalers 
cruised both for bone and oil. Now there 
is no incentive to scok oil nt all, and a 
whaling voyage for bone alone is Dot a 
particularly 
profitable 
business, 
even 


though the price of tha gubsbauco, owing 
to tho scarcity of supply, hasgono up forty 
fold. 


In addition to the mengernogs of the 


profit the right or bone producing whales 
have become very timid of labo. 
They 


used to be found in great fibundnnce ofi 
the southern shores o£ Greenland and 
Alas'kn. The advent of the bomb harpoon 
haa made them timid, and they nro more 
difHcultto locate than formerly. Tfcafc thia 
is true It is only necessary to stato that 
several whaling ships last year captured 
but one for their entire season's tnke of 
whales, while Eome woro ontirely unre- 
warded. 
A oatch of five whales yields n 


handsome profit for tho venture by any 
one ship, and it; Is said that ono will pay 
expenses.

er water and higher latitudes men nf an 
Invontive turn throughout the world are 
busy racking their brains for some fiubsti- 
tute for the wlmlebono.
